W ashington, N or. l l . —A m aterial 
tu t in taxation will be made possible 
by the ta x reform program drafted by | 
th e United States treasury. 
It is believed th a t th© program will 
slash m ore than $1(10,000,000 off gov­ 
ernm ental incom e for 1926 and yet 
m aintain O few m illion dollars sur­ 
plus. 
The real drive for tax revision is 
anticipated at the initial session of 
th e Sixty-ninth congress. 
Secretary 
of th e T reasury Andrtbw Mellon, in 
his annual report to th e December 
congress, however, will deal with th e 
tax situation, m aking sim ilar recom ­ 
m endations to those partially disre­ 
garded a t the last session. 
Figures compiled at the treasury 
show that, the 1924 revenue act cut 
governm ent income $470,000,000 this 
calendar year; $351,000,000

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HOUSEWARMING WILL 
OPEN BEAUTIFUL NEW 
STRUCTURE TO PUBLIC 


Late James 
L.M Is 
Given Tribute By C.L.Jobe 


One of tile handsomest dry goods 
stores to be found in any city of this 
size in the state will formally open to 
th > public Thursday morning, Novem­ 
ber 3 3 when the Jobe Bros, store, 
East Main Street will receive its pa­ 
trons and friends at a “housewarm­ 
ing” after a campaign of extensive 
remodeling covering a period of six 
months. 
The store throughout is a splendid 
example of art as applied to a modern 
commercial 
home. 
The 
practical, 
every day needs of the business are 
provided for with fixtures that are 
attractive in every detail. 
The entire front of the store has 
been re-surfaced with Grey Bedford 
stone following the Italian rennai- 
sance style of architecture, with iron 
grills that outline the bases of the 
long casement windows. 
The effect 
is simple, dignified and highly artis­ 
tic. 
The two large show windows 
which flank either side of the deep 
entrance are finished with natural 
carn stone and have hardwood floors. 
The French doors in the rear of each 
window are draped with velvet hang­ 
ings that add a rich note to the win­ 
dow decorations. 
A large marquise 
over the entrance is finished with 
hand cut glass prisms and incandes­ 
cent lights and forms a decorative 
feature that is in harmony with the 
architecture of the building. 
The inside of the store has been 
changed extensively. The brick well 
which formerly divided the building 
has been removed from basement to 
roof and a new steel structure put in. 
Large square pillars support the struc­ 
ture on both lower and upper floors 
and add a note of substantial dignity 
to the spacious rooms, formed by the 
removal of the wall.

Nothing of importance is scheduled 
to transpire at the City Commission 
meeting Thursday night at t»*> City 
Hall outside of possible discussion of 
the new traffic ordinance recently 
given its second reading by the com­ 
mission, it is ^aid. 
Amendments may possibly be made 
to the ordinance it was declared by 
City Manager S. O. Hale, in the clause 
p e rta in ^ to main “thoroughfares.” 
The state law regarding main thor­ 
oughfares, provides 
that all inter­ 
county highways, main market roads 
andstreets with traction lines, be ac­ 
corded the title of main thorough­ 
fares. 
It is the concensus of opinion among 
the commissioners, it is said, that the 
state law be followed in the new ordi­ 
nance regarding main thoroughfares, 
instead of having everal main streets 
be termed as such. 
If the latter was the case, it would 
mean that every small intersecting 
street would have to be supplied with 
signs, at the intersection , with the 
words “stop" printed upon them, ac­ 
cording to the state law. 
Another question that may be dis­ 
cussed, is the application of the Day­ 
ton, Springfield and Xenia Southern 
Railway Company, for a new fran­ 
chise, although it is not thought like­ 
ly that there will be much discussion 
bs no ordinance has* been drawn up. 
The old franchise of the traction 
company, in use for the last twenty 
t years, expired about October I, it 
* was said. 
And the application for a 
new one contains several new clauses. 
According to officials of the com- 
any, the city car line running from 
the heart of the city, to the O. S. and 
ig. O. Home and on East Main Street 
to the end of the street, has been ur 
• profitable. 
With this' inmindfi the application 
!asks for authorization to remove the 
tracks ' on South ^Detroit Street, but 
leave the tracks on East Main Street 
and discontinue the service of both 
lines, retaining enough track on South 
Detroit Street to let the Dayton-Xenia 
car turn around.

Bushel Corn Club, are going to *>e 
few and for between this year So far 
with most of th© membership ap­ 
plications in and the fields measur­ 
ed. no one has qualified. 
This is the report of Wallace E. 
Hanger, farm crops extension spe­ 
cialist. at the Ohio Stat© University 
and in charge of the corn club since 
its foundation in 1917. The club re­ 
quires that each applicant foe mem­ 
bership grow IOO bushels of corn 
an acre on a IO acre field- The state 
average is about IO bushels an acre. 
Little more than half of the 42 
entries this year have as yet been 
checked up by the department, but 
from the results already obtained 
and the low yield of corn in genera! 
Mr. Hanger doubts whether there 
, will be any new members added to 
the list this: year. Th© highest yields 
so far have not exceeded 95 bushels 
per acre, wth the average near 80.

this way will have no appreciable ef­ 
fect. The process is known to only a 
handful of scientists and is being 
guarded with- the utmost secrecy. 
This new' theory is not like the one 
by which a German extracted small 
grains of gold from mercury by means s 
of a mercury lamp. Dr. Nagaoka said 
the gold extracted by his contemper 
\ry was In such small grains that there 
was no way of testing the method. 
Apparently the chief advantage of the 
new method is that a much larger 
proportion of gold can be separated 
from a given quantity of mercury. 
Just what the ratio is has not been 
stated. 
The report which Dr. Nagaoka read 
to the group of scientists here follows 
in part: 
“Regarding our investigation of the} 
spector rays of the mercury, I, to­ 
gether with Mr. Mishima and Mr. Yo- 
shitkatsu Suglmura, one of my assist­ 
ants. contributed an article to ‘Nature’ 
for March 29 of this year. In that ar­ 
ticle we held that if our conclusions 
regarding the composition of the spec­ 
tor rays of mercury were correct, it 
would follow* that alchemy would be 
within our reach and mercury could 
be converted into pure gold. 
‘U s for the method of extracting 
gold, we contended that either the 
Alpha rays are to be used or some 
other means must be used for destroy­ 
ing powerful atoms. 
"At the time I had already discov­ 
ered th® theory of the method for ex­ 
tracting gold from mercury. 
“We did not resort to a mercury I 
lamp or use the Alpha rays. We start­ 
ed on the supposition that part of the i 
given quantity of mercury could be J 
converted into gold by driving out the 
hydrogen from the metal.

H ie latest statue to be raised in Washington is along the 
new^lme, and a fine example of its spirit. It is to a pioneer preacher 
whose home was on his horse’s back, and who carried the gospel 
and the message of Christian love over mountains and across 
bream s to colonists, settlers and Indians. 
Ile preached about 
17,OOO sermons, traveled on his horse about 300,000 jniles, and 
at the height of his career got his largest salary of $85 a year. 
* The man so honored is Bishop Francis Asbury. The statue 
represents him on his weary little horse, whose drooping head 
indicates its fatigue. It is quite different from the fiery “steed’ or 
“charger” the warrior usually sits on, but is very true to life. I he 
statue is the work of Augustus Luke man, and was erected by the 
Methodist church to its first bishop in America. 
Here is recognition of in permanent are of accomplishment of 
a different character from that usually so represented, future, 
generations will look on this statue and be inspired, and who shall | 
say that the inspiration will not be worth that received from gaz­ 
ing on the figure of a gallant warrior? President Coolidge in his 
speech at the unveiling declared that Asbury “is entitled to rani; 
as one cl the builders oJLthe nation.” He added th at it was as the 
result of the preaching of Bishop Asbury and others that “our 
country has developed so much freedom.” 
Young Asbury, an Englishman, came to the colonies in 1771, 
a few years before the Revolution, when there were only’ 371 
Methodists in this country’. When hedied, in 1816, there were 
more than 200,000. 
He trailed the Indians and hardy pioneers 
across the Alleghenies 60 times, sometimes making his horse swim j 
streams behind his boat. He preached from th eborders of Flori-1 
da to the wilds of Canada, traveling as much as 8,000 miles in one 
y’ear. With him usually went his faithful Negro servant, “Black 
Henry',” who sometimes preached in his m aster’s stead and who | 
founded the African. Moth odist Church. 
No circumscribed pas-; 
torate could suit this pioneer evangelist; he was the man on 
horseback in the Christian warfare, and he boldly carried his 
campaign to remote places.

That curling iron bf sister’s ie 
just one of the handy little elec­ 
tric appliances which should be 
provided with an outlet of their 
own—a convenience outlet 36 inchee 
or more above the floor, so that 
good lighting is always ready when 
it is most needed.

want a ceiling fixture to give us 
general lighting and to flood tho 
whole room with warm, soft light 
and an atmosphere of cheerfulness; 
we also need lighting from portable 
lamps for reading or sewing, or as 
decorative spots of light ana color 
around the room.

It was 
much the tame se this, for tee sun 
room or sun porch is really an­ 
other living room in most homes. 
In the sun room, however, the 
furniture and decorations usually 
require lighting fixtures which will 
look well with wicker and cretonne 
and which will make the sun room 
feel like a sun room even after 
dark.

Wanhlngton, 
Nov. 
l l —Jam*** 
G. 
Harbord and John F. O’Ryan, two of 
America’s fighting generals in the 
world war, today Joined President 
Coolidge in the suggestion that. Arn*. 
iatice Day be made the occasion of 
efforts in the interests of permanent 
world peace. 
Their statements were 
made public through the federal coun­ 
cil of churches. 
‘‘Armistice Day this year marks the 
close of the sixth year of world peace 
following a period of armed conflict 
without parallel in the history of the 
human race.” General Harbord said. 
“The anniversary of this memorable 
day should be the occasion for indel­ 
ibly establishing in the minds of all 
Americans the wastefulness, the hor­ 
rors and the immeasureable destruc­ 
tion of wars. 
“Let this d-y be observed for the 
study and discussion of ways and 
means of abolishing all possible fu­ 
ture wars by substituting a practice 
plan of action based on common 
sense, reasoning, Justice and law.” 
General O’Ryan suggested interna­ 
tional co-operation as the best way to 
end war. 
"The maintenance of world peace 
is a world problem,” O’Ryan said. 
“And therefore must be dealt with by 
a world organization. 
From the be­ 
ginning the world has always been or­ 
ganized for war and the world inter­ 
mittently had war. Now, for the first 


time in history, the world is organiz­ 
ing for peace and when the organiza­ 
tion la complete the world will secure 
peace. 
“So long aa any civilized nation re­ 
mains outside the obligations of mem­ 
bership in a world organization, or­ 
ganized for peace, the world is not 
fully organized for peace and such a 
nation, but rather in terms of its man­ 
power and military forces.”

Full Military Honor» 
at Squaw Man’r Burial 


Sam Terry, beloved ‘'fUksela'* and 
squaw man of the Sioux, Bae burled In 
the Rosebud Indian reservation In St. 
Francis, S. D. 
Full mllUary honors 
were accorded the old United State* 
scout and former Indian fighter by the 
American Legion as his body was low­ 
ered to its last resting place. 
Samuel Mark Terry, nephew of Gen­ 
eral Terry of Civil war and Indian 
war fame, was born In New York Sep- 
■ tcnaber I, 1830. 
Sam joined the Unit­ 
ed States army in 1858 and a gunshot 
wound received In the Civil war caused 
him to wear a silver plate In bis throat 
for the rent of his life. 
Handicapped by the wonnd and un­ 
daunted by loss of hit toes by freez­ 
ing while he was engaged In army 
messenger and scout work for Uncle 
Sam around the army posts in the 
land of the Sioux Indians, Sam Terry 
continued in the government service 
until romance conquered him. 
His detachment was about to attack 
an Indian village In 1867, with orders 
to kill every man. During the fighting 
figures were seen hiding In the tall 
grass. 
One of the soldiers was about

WILL 
9PEN BEAUTIFUL NEW 
STRUCTURE TO PURLIC 


Late James L.M'Gervey Is 
Given Tribute By C.L.Jobe 


Ona of tho handsomest dry poods 
stores to be found in any city ol this 
size in the state will formally open to 
th ■ public Thursday morning, Novem­ 
ber 13 when the Jobe Bros, store, 
East Main Street will receive its pa­ 
trons and friends at a "housewarm­ 
ing” after a campaign of extensive 
remodeling covering a period of six 
months. 
The store throughout, is a splendid 
example of art as applied to a modern 
commercial 
home. 
The 
practical, 
every day needs of the business are 
provided for with fixtures that are 
attractive in every detail. 
The entire front of the store has 
been re-surfaced with Grey Bedford 
stone following tho Italian rennai 
hance style of architecture, with iron 
grills that outline the base* of the 
long casement, windows. 
The effect 
is simple, dignified and highly artis­ 
tic. 
The two large show windows 
which flank either side of the deep 
entrance are finished with natural 
caon stone and have hardwood floors. 
The French doors in the rear of each 
window are draped with velvet hang­ 
ings that, add a rich note to the win­ 
dow decorations. 
A large marquise 
over the entrance is finished with 
hand cut glass prisms and incandes­ 
cent lights and forms a decorative 
feature that is in harm ony with the 
architecture of the building. 
The inside of the store has been 
changed extensively. 
The brick well 
which formerly divided the building 
has been removed from basement to 
roof and a new steel structure put in. 
Large square pillars support the struc­ 
ture on both lower and upper floors 
and add a note of substantial dignity 
•to the spacious rooms, formed by the 
removal of the wall. 
Practically all 
new fixtures have been installed on 
the first floor. 
The show cases and 
wall shelving are all of mahogany and 
are of the newest type. 
New long 
glass cases give ample room for the 
effective display of fancy merchan­ 
dise. The elevator and stairway have 
been removed from the west side to 
the east side of the building and a 
new Otis elevator installed. 
A wide 
stairway, finished with brown mahog­ 
any has been put in near the elevator 
shaft and extends to the top of the 
i building. The stock in the rear of the 
first floor has been changed, the shoe 
department moved from the west to 
the cast side while the domestics and 
bedding have been changed to the 
rear of the west side. 
The offices 
in the rear of the first floor have been 
entirely refinished. 
The second floor has been entirely 
re-arranged. 
The ready to wear de­ 
partment occupies the entire front 
section of the room giving it three 
times the floor space it formerly occu­ 
pied.

London. Nov. l l The breaking up J 
of the atom and the control of result- j 
ant energy, m ightiest dream of mod­ 
ern science, is -about to be reallzd. 
That, at least, is the prediction of \ 
Dr. T. F, Wall, of Sheffield University 
who for the last six months has been 
experimenting with the “death ray* 
machine with which he now believe* 
he will be able to direct such a tre­ 
mendous amount of electrical energy 
upon a small am ount of m atter that 
the atom will be broken up. 
Already he has been able to pro­ 
ject almost 700,000 horsepower of elec 
tricaI energy upon a small object, and 
he expects exciting result! when he 
is able to increase this amount. 
Dr. Wall is working carefully and 
fearfully. 
The power so generated 
can be kept on for only a few seconds 
after which it is necessary to left the 
apparatus cool off. 
Dr. Wall fears

Sir 
Oliver Lodge once expressed the opin­ 
ion that th energy stored in one ounce 
of m atter, lf it could be 
used me­ 
chanically, would be sufficient to raise 
the entire sunken German fleet from 
the North Sea bed and pile it on top 
of a Scottism mountain. 
There are skeptics who declare the 
atom will never be broken up but Dr. 
Wall works serenely on hopeful of 
announcing a successful completion of 
his work in the near future.

among the drug firma of the city. 
Moore and Broadstooe, Undertakers 
and embalmers were located on East 
Market Street. 
W. H. Sillito, who now has a dental 
office in the Steele Building was a 
member of the firm of Watt and Sill- 
ito„ dentists in an offiice over the 
Second National Bank Building. 
The Hutchison and Glbney Com­ 


pany, one of the few pioneer firms 
surviving in the city, was doing a 
thriving business at the site the store 
now occupies. 
At that time, the Fred J. H. Schell 
jewelry store was located on South 
Detroit Street 
Fulton and Thompson, dealers in 
men’s furnishings were located on 
East Main Str^t, and advertised the 
latest thing in men’s apparel. 
The day of old Dobbin was at its 
crest then and the J. H. Kyle livery 
stable on North Whiteman Street, 
was doing a thriving business.' 
Another pioneer business man, who 
is at the same old stand, is John A, 
North, who wa slocated on West Mala 
Street in that year. 
The Chandler Brothers Coal Com­ 
pany was located on South Detroit 
Street. 
William Keller cabinet mak­ 
er, had a shop in the rear of Joshua 
Wolf's Hardware Store. 
W. A. Simons and Company sold 
coal, lime, cement, hair and plaster at 
the Harbine Corn Exchange. 
One of the leading meat markets 
was owned by Charles Thompson and 
Company, on West Main Street.

Nothing of importance is scheduled 
to transpire at the City Commission 
meeting Thursday night at DV City 
Hall outside of possible discussion of 
the new 
traffic ordinance recently 
given its second reading by the com­ 
mission, it is j*aid. 
Amendments may possibly be made 
to the ordinance it was declared by 
City Manager S. O. Hale, in the clause 
p e rta in s* 
to 
main "thoroughfares.” 
The state law regarding main thor­ 
oughfares, 
provides 
that 
all 
inter­ 
county highways, main market roads 
andstreets with traction lines, be ac­ 
corded the title of main thorough­ 
fares. 
It is the concensus of opinion among 
the commissioners, it is said, that the 
state law be followed in the new ordi­ 
nance regarding main thoroughfares, 
instead of having everal main streets 
be termed as such. 
If the latter was the case, it would 
m ean that every small intersecting 
street would have to be supplied with 
signs, at

intersection , with the 
words "stop" printed upon them, ac­ 
cording to the state law.

Dr. Nagaoka said 1 
the gold extracted by his contempor- 
rry was in such small grains that there 
was no way of testing the method 
Apparently the chief advantage of the 
new method is that a much larger!

from a given quantity of mercury. 
Just what the ratio is has not been 
stated. 
The report which Dr. Nagaoka read 
to the group of scientists here follows 
In part: 
“Regarding our investigation of the* 
spector rays of the mercury, I, to­ 
gether with Mr. Mishima and Mr. Yo- 
shitkatsu Sugimura, one of my assist- Powders 
ants, contributed an article to ‘Nature’ 
for March 29 of this year. In that ar­ 
ticle we held that if our conclusions 
regarding the composition of the spec­ 
tor rays of mercury were correct, it 
would follow* that alchemy would be 
within our reach and mercury could 
be converted into pure gold. 
MAs for the method of extracting 
gold, w e contended that either the 
Alpha rays are to bo used or some 
other means must be used for destroy-) I 
ing powerful atoms. 
“At the time I had already discov­ 
ered the theory of the method for ex­ 
tracting gold from mercury. 
“We did not resort to a mercury 
lamp or use the Alpha rays. We start­ 
ed on the supposition that part of the 
given quantity of mercury could be 
converted into gold by driving out the 
hydrogen from the metal.
